1.142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected species, there being no allowable generic or 
linking claim.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Tuvim et al. 
USPN 5,421,491. 

Tuvim discloses a dispensing mechanism which comprises: 

"a receptacle (11 figure 2) attached to a vending machine (40 figure 2)". "said 
receptacle having a bottom opening below said interior chamber" (15 figure 3)"a barrier 
mounted across said receptacle between said interior chamber and said bottom 
opening" (26 figure 5). "Undergo movement between receiving (figure 2) and dispensing 
(figure 3) positions", "an actuating device mounted adjacent to said receptacle and 
coupled to said barrier" (figure 5). "an operating lever extending to exteriorly of said 
receptacle and coupled to said barrier" (24 figure 2) 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 2-4 and 15-20 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of 
the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
